Darling to Singer... Withdraw' Dem, GOP Chairmen Confident

Republican candidate William K. Darling, figuring three's 


a crowd in this year's mayoral race, has called on Con- 
servative Bernard Singer to withdraw in order to give 
Darling a better chance of defeating the incumbent, Demo- 
crat Francis R. Koenig.

8 Dead in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon — For the first time in two months 


Lebanese poured into Beirut's streets today while security 
forces enforced the 12th cease-fire called in the two months 
since the latest round of violence. 


Fierce street fighting between Moslem leftists and right- 


wing Christians throughout the capital and its suburbs left 
about 1,200 persons dead and more than 3,000 wounded in 
the past eight weeks. 


Lebanese internal security forces took control of roads 


leading into the city, and Beirut radio announced traffic was 
functioning normally. 


Darling also cites Singer's losing record in the past as

Kissinger's Power Is Short-Circuited 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Age of Kissinger may be over. 
In the eyes of White House officials, President Ford has 


stripped Henry Kissinger of his prime power source — his 
workaday morning hour in the Oval Office. 


Kissinger himself has based his clout not on being secretary 


of state, which he remains. 


Kissinger has not built his power through being the 


President's national security affairs adviser, the keeper and 
administrator of the chief executive's foreign and defense policy 
matters, the post Ford has taken and given to Kissinger's 
deputy, Lt. Gen. Brent Scowcroft. 


Kissinger built his power and his glory through exercising on 


former President Richard Nixon and on Ford the talents which 
— in negotiations with the Russians, the Chinese, the captains 
and kings of other lands — only recently made him the wonder 
of the diplomatic world. 


The outward and visible sign of Kissinger's power has not 


been his U.S. Air Force Boeing 707 jet. It has not even been 
his corner office, decorated with precious oriental carpets and 
a classic Albers oil painting, down the hall from Ford's oval 
office. 


It has been the sight of his black limousine tailed by his 


station wagon load of Secret Service bodyguards parked on the 
driveway out front while, inside the White House west wing, 
Kissinger was having his hour with Ford. 


Kissinger, with his reputation for tardiness, might skip a 


conference or keep an ambassador waiting. He was a)wa>s on 
time for those oval office meetings.

Tremors 
Reported 


BLUE MOUNTAIN LAKE, 


N.Y. 
(UPI) - A pair of minor 


earthquakes shook the central 
Adirondack Mountains Mon- 
day afternoon with a meas- 
urement of between 4 and 4.5 
on the 10-point Richter Scale. 


Although several buildings 


were shaken, no severe damage 
was reported. 


The epicenter of the main 


shock, shortly after 4 p.m., was 
just north of Indian Lake, in 
Hamilton County, according 
to 
scientists at Columbia 


University's Lamont-Doherty 
Geological Observtory, in 
Palisades, in Rockland Coun- 
ty. The area which felt most of 
the shake spread from Old 
Forge east to Indian Lake and 
north to Long Lake. However, 
there were some minor rumbl- 
ings felt as far away as Fort 
Drum, near Watertown. 


State police said a house was 


also reported shaken in the 
village of Grant about 40 miles 
south of Old Forge. 


The observatory maintains 


20 reporting stations in the 
state and began to gather its 
information shortly after the 
first shock. A rapid aftershock 
was measured at 2.5 on the 
scale. The facility has sent 
researchers into the area with 
portable earthquate-measur- 
ing equipment to measure any 
further aftershocks. 


The tremors also were re- 


corded on a seismograph at the 
Adirondack Museum here.

2,000 booed heartily as 
"Asparagus," who was sup- 
posed to rocket a distance of 30 
feet over the cars, cycled up a 
starting ramp at Princeton 
University and promptly fell 
off his bike. 


Smartly attired in a helmet, 


a black leather jacket and fire 
engine-red sneakers, Jillette 
remounted his cycle and raced 
across the car tops only to have 
his special "Aspareget" uni- 
cycle explode beneath him in 
a burst of red sparks. 


Whisked from the scene by 


the campus emergency squad, 
Jillette, who was reported in 
good condition at a hospital, 
barely escaped injury from 
spectators who mobbed the 
unsuccessful cyclist amid 
squirting fire extinguishers.

'Deadly Combo' 


POMONA, N.Y. (UPI) - 


The number of young people in 
Rockland County combining 
tranquilizers with alcohol is on 
the rise, according to the 
clinical director of the new 
Alcohol Abuse Services pro- 
gram. 


It was reportedly a combina- 


tion of the two that put Karen 
Ann Quinlan in a coma for the 
last six months leading to the 
celebrated trial on her parent's 
request that she be discon- 
nected from a respirator and 
allowed to "die with dignity." 


"When alcohol is taken in 


conjunction with valium or 
sleeping pills, it may be very 
dangerous," Dr. Steven M. 
Ratnow said. He said the 


drugs are all depressants. 


"The whole body rnprha- 


nism slows down until the 
brain cell may begin to die 
from lack of oxygen," he said. 


Three or four persons per 


week have entered the Rock- 
land County Community 
Health Center in the past 
eight months of the new alco- 
hol program, Ratnow said. 
Most of them are brought in 
before they reach a serious 
medical condition. 


"People who are addicts to 


alcohol or pills will reach a 
point in which the people 
around them can't tolerate 
them any more," he said. 


Ratnov gave two explana- 


tions for the increase in the use 
of the two substances. 


One, he said, is that, with 


decreasing use of hard drugs, 
young people have turned to 
increased use of minor tran- 
quilizers. The other is that 
physicians have also written 
more prescriptions for tran- 
quilizers, making them easily 
accessible in the home. 


Officials at the Accept Pro- 


gram of Columbus Hospital 
and the Smithers Alcoholism 
Treatment Center, both in 
New York City, said they also 
have observed an increased 
proportion of drinkers taking 
pills, although they did not 
have statistics.

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President Picks 'A New Team 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Ford has decided that 


two former congressmen, an Air Force general and Henry 
Kissinger will make a better national security team than the 


..rJ?/16 ~ an exPert on nuclear war, a spy, and Kissinger. 
These are my guys and the ones that I wanted," said the 


President, emphasizing that the major rearrangement in his 
cabinet and top level advisers were his personal selections and 
that the administration would keep seeking detente with the 
Soviet Union. 


At a Monday news conference, Ford introduced the team: 


Kissinger, still secretary of state; his White House chief of staff, 
Donald Rumsfeld, becoming secretary of defense; his am- 
bassador to China, George Bush, heading up the Central 
Intelligence Agency, and Kissinger's old White House deputy, 
Air Force Lt. Gen. Brent Scowcroft, becoming presidential 
assistant for national security affairs. 


Ford emphasized the ones he hired instead of the ones he 


fired. James R. Schlesinger is out as secretary of defense and 
Director William E. Colby will leave the CIA. The usual 
formality of a resignation was not mentioned. 


The President declined to expand on another of Monday's 


startling announcements, that Nelson A. Rockefeller did not 
wish to be his 1976 running mate. In a letter, Rockefeller told 
Ford he did not want to complicate the President's political 
decisions as the campaign drew closer. Many Republicans said 
Rockefeller's departure would help Ford with the conservative 
wing of the GOP. 


Ford hinted that Bush and Rumsfeld might come under 


consideration as his running mate. 


Almost as an aside, Ford announced another change: that 


Elliot L. Richardson, the Boston brahmin who left the Nixon 
adminstration in the last big shake-up, the "Saturday Night 
Massacre" of 1973, would become secretary of commerce, 
replacing Rogers C.B. Morton, who, sources said, would assume 
"a major role" in Ford's campaign. 


Richard Cheney, Rumsfeld's assistant, will run the White 


House staff. 


The President said: "Secretary Kissinger will have the 


dominant role in the formation of our foreign policy." 


That statement may resolve uncertainty over Kissinger's 


efforts to reduce tension between the superpowers, to get an 
agreement to stop the nuclear arms race. Schlesinger and other 
Pentagon officials have said that despite detente, the United 
States must strengthen its national security and increase arms 
spending. 


But, Ford told the reporters, recent acrimony between State 


and Defense was not a factor. 


"Are you saying and intending to be understood," asked one, 


"that neither personal nor policy differences between Dr. 
Kissinger and Mr. Schlesinger contributed to this change?" 


"That is corect," replied Ford, 
"It seems to me that you have not really answered the 


question," another asked. "What did Secretary Schlesinger do 
wrong that you didn't like?" 


"I have affirmatively answered the question by saying that 


I wanted my own team, and I am keeping Secretary Kissinger 
because I think he has done an outstanding job in the field of 
foreign policy," said the President. 


"I wanted a change in the Defense Department because 1 


wanted, in that case, a person that I have known and worked 
with intimately for a long period of time, a person who is 
experienced in the field of foreign policy and who has served 
in the Department of Defense as a naval aviator." 


Rumsfeld has served in the House, headed Richard Nixon's 


Office of Economic Opportunity and Cost of Living Council and 
served as ambassador to NATO as well as his White House 
post. Schlesinger, a Harvard Ph.D., taught at the University 
of Virginia, worked on nuclear war for the RAND Corp , and 
headed the Atomic Energy Commission and CIA for Nixon. 


Rocky's Move Could Hurt Reagan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


Republicans, not 
including 


President Ford, are saying 
Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller's decision to drop 
out of the contest for nomi- 
nation next year will help Ford 
beat Ronald Reagan next year. 


Some of Rockefeller's 


partisans worried aloud about 
the effect on GOP chances in 
the presidential election a year 
from now if Ford goes to the 
party's right wing for a 1976 
running mate. 


But the hard-headed politi- 


cal consensus was that Re- 
agan, the former California 
governor expected to challenge 
the President for the nomi- 
nation, had taken a decided 


setback. 


Ford declined to make any 


political value judgment about 
the Rockefeller decision, but 
made it clear during his news 
conference that he had neither 
encouraged the vice president 
to pull out nor pleaded with 
him to change his mind. 


"The vice president came to 


me and said his letter repre- 
sented his decision. And I ac- 
cepted it," Ford said. 


Nor would Ford concede he 


had any concern about Reagan 
or anyone else. "I'm not wor- 
ried about any competitor, 
Democratic or Republican." 


But others in the political 


trade said Ford did have prob- 
lems with the former New 


York governor and party liber- 
al as his most likely 1976 run- 
ning mate and that the Vice 
President had helped ease 
them by bowing out. 


Reagan himself, declaring he 


was "astounded" by the ac- 
tion, conceded it would make

NYC Not the Problem, but 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


President Ford says Vice Pres- 
ident Nelson A. Rockefeller's 
decision to go his separate way 
in 1977 has nothing to do with 
their "minimal" differences 
over policy toward an insol- 
vent New York City. 


But Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R- 


N. Y., told reporters dif- 
ferences between the President 
and the former New York gov- 
ernor may have been the 
catalyst in Rockefeller's de- 
cision to move on after 1977. 


If that's so, Javits said, 


Rockefeller's abrupt decision 
could cause Ford to rethink his 
opposition to federal aid to the 


big city. "Maybe he needs a 
shaking," Javits said of Ford. 


Ford says he's certain de- 


fault by New York City — 
considered by city officials to 
be a sure thing without federal 
aid — would not have serious 
national economic conse- 
quences. 


He told a news conference 


Monday night his differences 
with Rockefeller centered on 
the impact of default. Rock- 
efeller feared the conse- 
quences, a view shared by his 
banker brother, David, chair-

Concern about default's 


fallout also was a factor in the 
23-16 vote Monday by which 
the House Banking Committee 
approved a bill to provide up

The bill is to 
come up in the House next 
week. 


Ford, in a television in- 


terview taped Sunday and 
broadcast Monday, reaffirmed 
his stand, even if it threatens 
to cost him New York's elec- 
toral votes in 1976.

quences," he said.

Richardson For Post

Elliot Richardson, who quit 
Richard Nixon's cabinet on a 
point of honor in the "Satur- 
day Night Massacre," will be- 
come secretary of commerce in 
President Ford's adminis- 
tration shake-up. 


Ford told a news conference 


Monday 
he will nominate 


Richardson, 55, now U.S. am- 
bassador to Great Britain, to 
replace Rogers C.B. Morton, 
who Ford said would like to 
"lessen his pace" in public life. 


Richardson has held more 


high level jobs in Washington 
than almost anyone in recent 
memory. If confirmed for the 
post he is scheduled to assume 
e a r l y next year, the 
Harvardeducated lawyer and 
former Massachusetts lieuten- 
ant governor will have served 
in four Cabinet positions, more 
than anyone else in history 


"I am honored to be asked 


by the President to serve as 
secretary of commerce during 
a period when economic con- 
cerns, both domestically and 
internationally, 
are of such 


critical importance," he said 
in London today. 


"I must say, however, that I 


feel sharp regret at leaving this 
post which I have found so 
compatible and so rewarding 
I look forward to the op- 
portunity to remain here for a 
time to be useful I hope to this 
country and to mine." 


Richardson 
was assistant 


secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare in the Eisenhower 
administration. Under Nixon 
he was undersecretary of state, 
secretary of HEW, secretary of 
defense and attorney general. 


In late 1972, he was invited 


to make the commencement 
address at a university but in 
the midst of the Watergate 
crisis had to cancel. He noted 
at the time that the secretary 
of HEW was invited, the de- 
fense secretary accepted and 
the attorney general declined.

Patty Hearing 
Is Underway 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The question of Patricia 


Hearst's mental competence was the subject of a federal 
hearing today to determine whether she should stand trial or 
was so bent by her 19-month Symbionese Liberation Army 
odyssey that she needs psychiatric help. 


The hearing was set before U.S. District Judge Oliver J. 


Carter, who said last week his preliminary opinion was that 
Miss Hearst was competent to stand trial. 


F. Lee Bailey, Miss Hearst's attorney, said the defendant 


planned to attend the hearing but would not testify. 


"Oh, God forbid, no," Bailey said Monday when asked 


whether he would put his client on the stand. 


Miss Hearst, 21, is being held without bail on federal charges 


of participating in a San Francisco bank robbery on April 15, 
1974, and using an automatic weapon during the holdup. She 
also faces numerous state charges in Los Angeles County. 


If Miss Hearst is declared competent, Bailey said he was 


prepared to ask that bail be set for her and that she be placed 
in a private psychiatric facility for pretrial care. 


Three court-appointed psychiatrists examined Miss Hearst 


in the San Mateo County Jail in nearby Redwood City. All the 
reports were given to the judge as well as the defense lawyers 
and prosecutors. 


Miss Hearst's lawyers said her experiences with the SLA so 


shook her mental processes that she was near the brink of a 
mental collapse. They said they wanted her treated at once in 
a private mental facility. 


Under the law, a mentally incompetent person cannot be 


brought to trial. The defendant is usually sent to a psychiatric 
facility. If —at the end of a year in the facility — the defendant 
is still incompetent, the charges are dropped and the person 
is committed indefinitely to a state hospital.

The real world champion de- 


pends on which title you hold 
most sacred, "The 
Interna- 


tional Chili Society" crown 
given in Rosamond, Calif., for 
the first time this year, or the 
"Wick Fowler Memorial 
World Championship" 
title 


awarded in the dusty Texas 
ghosttown of Terlingua. 


Texas chili aficionados 


claim the California event is 
only a "rump convention." 
They renamed their contest 
after Fowler, a former chili 
champ who died a few years 
ago. 


Ms. Watson outcooked 27 


opponents to win the Texas 
version of the title and carry 
off the coveted chili pepper 
trophy. 


She was the second woman 


in a row to win the 
maledominated contest. Last 
year Allegani Jani Schoffield 
took the title with her pat- 
ented "Hot Pants Chili." 


"Put me down as a libber," 


said Ms. Watson, who earlier 
this year won the Fifth First 
Annual Amelia Earhart Ladies 
Chili Bust at Luckenbach, 
Tex. "The only people who say 
men are the best cooks for chili 
are men." 


The Odessa White Buffalo

the martini contest with a con- 
coction of tequila, vermouth, 
hot sauce and two barbecued 
olives. 
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Ground. All are equipped with 
the muffler-like device that 
some researchers warn may 
create as much of a hazard as 
it was designed to correct. 


The first catalytic converters 


were installed on a large ma- 
jority of the 1975-model cars to 
meet government clean air 
standards. An even greater 
number of 1976 models will be 
equipped with the system. 


By the mid-'80s, when most 


cars would have the catalytic 
mufflers, researchers claim a 
freeway full of cars would pro- 
duce dangerous quantities of 
sulfates which combine with 
moisture in the exhaust or air 
to form sulfuric acid mists. 


The "sulfuric acid" question 


is just one of several problems 
the catalytic converter has had 
to face since its introduction as 
a clean air system. There have 
been reports of fires caused by 
overheating converters and a 
number of owners have 
claimed better fuel economy 
by "poisoning" the systems 
with leaded gasoline. 


The bumper-to-bumper traf- 


fic on the test "freeway" will 
determine just what concen- 
trations of sulfates are pouring 
out of the exhaust pipes of the 
new cars. It's an unusual pro- 
ject because it's a cooperative 
effort of the four U.S. auto 
companies and the federal En- 
vironmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


The tests are only half com- 


pleted, but both GM and the 
EPA agree there is no danger 
now from the converters. GM 
cars alone have logged more 
than 30 billion miles with the

muffler-like devices. 


"The 
level of sulfate 


emissions from 
many cars 


without catalysts approaches 
the level from 
cars with 


catalysts," said Ernest S. 
Starkman, GM's environmen- 
tal vice president. "It was 
thought before these studies 
were begun that noncatalyst 
systems emitted no sulfates, 
but we know now that is not 
the case." 


The only cars now equipped 


with converters that might 
pose any problem are those 
sold in California because they 
are equipped with an air pump 
to meet that state's stricter air 
quality standards. 


But, since the rest of the 


nation will reach California's 
standards in the next two 
years, the sulfate problem 
could grow nationwide. Fewer 
than six million of the nation's 
100 million cars are equipped 
with catalytic mufflers. 


"None of the presently avail- 


able information shows any 
potential danger to persons 
from individual cataiyste- 
quipped cars, nor to their oc- 
cupants," Starkman says. 
"The quantity of sulfur com- 
pounds emitted by any single 
car is extremely small — de- 
tectable only by highly sophis- 
ticated instrumentation. 


"We all seem to agree that it 


is only after several years, and 
then only under the very worst 
possible combination of condi- 
tions, that any adverse health 
affects might catch up to the 
health benefits." 


Most researchers agree that 


the "adverse health effects" 
could cause problems for elder- 
ly persons or those with respi- 
ratory problems who live near 
some of the heavily congested 
freeways in the nation's urban 
areas. They just don't know 
yet how large the sulfuric acid 
mists might become. 


The catalytic converter uses 


platinum and palladium to aid 
in the change of exhaust 
hydrocarbons and carbon 
monoxide into harmless 
carbon dioxide and water. At 
least that was the intention 
when GM and other auto- 
makers began working on the 
device in the early '70s. 


In the presence of a great 


deal of oxygen and heat — two 
prime ingredients to make the 
converters work — sulfur in 
gasoline is converted into sul- 
furic acid mists or sulfates. 


Eric 0. Stork, a deputy as- 


sistant administrator of the 
EPA, says the greatest prob- 
lem posed by the catalytic 
converter "is that we really 
don't know if there is a prob- 
lem." 


"There's absolutely no rea- 
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son to even consider taking off 
the converters because those 
in the 49 states pose no more 
hazard than a non-catalyst 
car," Stork says. "One solu- 
tion to the problem, if we find 
from these tests that there is a 
problem, would be to remove 
sulfur from the gasoline — a $3 
billion to $4 billion under- 
taking." 


GM, the prime developer of 


the catalytic converter, is sen- 
sitive about the clean air de- 
vice because of the sulfuric 


acid mist and overheating 
questions. 


Howard Kehrl. a GM ex- 


ecutive vice president, admits 
the converters have been con- 
troversial but said that known 
converter problems of all kinds 
represented only a minute 
fraction of 1 per cent of GM's 
converter car production. 


"The 
problems are no 


greater than the warranty rate 
for mufflers and regular ex- 
haust system components," 
Kehrl says. "It would be un- 


fortunate if untrue and un- 
reasonable 
criticism 
would 


succeed in undermining the 
public's confidence 
in 
the 


catalytic converter which is a 
significant step forward in 
emission control technology." 


But another GM executive 


ut the news conference in mid- 
October to discuss the testing 
project wryly admitted: "Once 
these stories of fires, rotten egg 
smells and sulfuric acid mists 
begin circulating, they're hard 
to put down."

Banks Should Cooperate 


Banks and lending institutions continually em- 


phasize their willingness to help people and worth- 
while community projects by doing their thing — 
lending money. 


It troubles The Freeman to learn that those 


institutions in the Kingston area are proposing such 
a stiff lending figure to Granada Builders that the 
planned senior citizen complex on the former St. 
Anne's property might have to be scrapped. 


According to Martin Aaron, secretary of the 


corporation, the "frills" demanded by the banks are 
such that his firm cannot afford to obtain a loan at 
9.5 per cent interest and still manage to keep its 
head above water each month. Granada needs 
$500,000 to complete the project and lacks only the 
cooperation of the city's banks. 


Terms given Granada by the banks include two 


percentage points up front (a $36,000 payment 
before the mortgage was granted), no prepayment 
options and bank rights to renegotiate the interest, 
upward. 


Since making initial overtures at the Heritage 


Savings Bank and then seeing what he thought was 
a deal fall through, Aaron has been in contact with 
Rondout Savings and Kingston Trust. 


He is hopeful these two institutions will look upon 


the complex as a civic venture and he wants local 
banking to be involved. 


It would not only be a shame but would tarnish 


the images of local institutions if Aaron and his 
Granada builders were to obtain money from a city 
such as Albany to build a senior citizens housing 
project in Kingston. 


The Freeman urges members of the Kingston 


Financial Council to put their heads together and 
use their hearts to give some assistance to a 
deserving project. 


Violence in Sports

WASHINGTON-At the request of the late Dr. Martin 


Luther King's associates, we investigated the smear charges 
that the FBI had spread against him. We reported in an earlier 
column that the stories were grossly inaccurate. 


The same associates complained that Dr. King's successor, 


Rev. Ralph Abemathy, was also kept under intensive FBI 
surveillance. From secret FBI files, we have confirmed that the 
G-men have a record of the most intimate details cf his life. 


They know everything about him from his finances to his 


health, including the medications he takes every morning and 
evening. His FBI file contains a psychological profile, copies 
of his hotel bills, transcripts of his speeches and even a account 
of his traffic violations. 


One FBI memo, stamped "Confidential," reveals the details 


of a squabble Abemathy had on Feb. 5, 1970, with hio 
subordinates. Afterward, the memo notes, Abemathy discussed 
the flare-up with his wife. Their conversation is outlined in 
detail.

the conversation with his wife. It had occurred, he said, in the 
privacy of his bedroom."They had to be bugging me, 
Abemathy told our associate, Joe Spear. 


At the FBI, a spokesman categorically denied that agente had 


ever used electronic surveillance against Abemathy. several 
references, including other conversations between Abematfty 
and his wife, are attributed in the file to "confidentiaUources 
who have furnished reliable information in the past. 


It is clear from the file that FBI agents visited the U.S. 


Passport Office to get his travel schedule and Credit Bureau 
offices to find out about his finances. 


Under the late J. Edgar Hoover, the FBI was almost 


paranoiac about black leaders. We have had access to other 
secret dossiers, indexed under "Racial Matters, 
on such 


prominent black leaders as the Rev. Jesse Jackson, Roy 
Wilkens, Bayard Rustin, Floyd McKissick, Roy Inms and 
Martin Luther King's widow, Coretta. 


Dossiers were also kept on black artists, entertainers ana 


sports figures, ranging from heavyweight boxing champion 
Muhammad Ali and actor Harry Belafonte to comedian Dick 
Gregory and singer Eartha Kitt. 


This FBI concentration upon prominent blacks has alarmed 


black Congressmen who asked us to testify on Capitol Hill. We 
brought the evidence, complete with names and details. 


My testimony concluded: "To the FBI, apparently, anyone 


with a dark skin who dares to open his mouth is viewed as 
subversive. I have seen dozens of dossiers on black leaders 
whose only crime is voicing the tribulations of their people; who 
have done nothing more than organize their ranks; who are 
guilty only of peacefully petitioning their government in redress 
of grievances, as there Constitution says they have an in- 
alienable right to do." 


Footnote: In fairness, it should be added that the present FBI 


director, Clarence Kelley, has abandoned his predecessor's bias 
against blacks and has adopted a balanced racial policy. 


DEFENSE OF JACKIE: For most Americans, the famous 


photograph of Jacqueline Kennedy crawling across the back of 
her assassinated husband's limousine in. Dallas is one of the 
most poignant memories of the 1960s. 


This left the impression that she panicked at the shots and

"Post Mortem." Weisberg concludes, as he has in past books, 
that the assassination was the result of a conspiracy. Our own 
investigation shows that many questions remain to be an- 
swered. But we have not seen enough evidence to contradict 
the Warren Commission's conclusion that Lee Harvey Oswald, 
the accused assassin, acted alone.

It is 
only in this sense that you can 
speak about "Ford vs. New 
York City." It is of course 
Ford's contention that the case 
is more properly labeled: "The 
United States vs. New York 
City. Because, he says quite

It 
has been fiscal chicanery on a 
truly grand scale. It reminds 
one of the mordant cliche that 
if you kill one man you are a 
murderer, but if you kill five 
million, you are a national 
military hero. Little old What- 
shisname Segretti is sent off to 
jail by Honest John for dirty 
tricks in the New Hampshire 
primary involving a couple of 
phony letters to the editor.

purchasers of whom it must in 


honesty be conceded that 
Nelson Rockefeller served as 
chairman of the board, are 
free, out in the open spaces, 
some of them in high political 
office, and all of them moral- 
izing against Ford's alliance 
with reality. 


John Lindsay, who did more 


than any man to undermine 
the value of New York's bonds, 
writes for Newsweek Maga- 
zine that after all, when he left 
office, City bonds were getting 
a higher rating from Standard 
and Poor's than when he took 
office. This is on the nature of 
looking up from the wreckage 
of a hurricane and pointing 
triumphantly to the weather 
report that promised clear and 
sunny weather.

WASHINGTON — The public has now been told 


that you may catch a case of cancer if you cook your 
bacon too crisp. Of course, if you don't cook it 
enough you may catch a case of trichinosis or 
botulism or what you have. All that remains is for 
the breakfast-makers of America to master the fine 
line of cookery between diseases, and then eat 
hearty. 


The announcement in the bacon do nothing for 


the bacon buyer and bacon eater. These potential 
poisons are put into the food solely for merchandis- 
ing and marketing reasons. 


The bacon is colored to make the lean parts look 


red, though why the natural hues of pig meat are 
commercially unacceptable surpasses easy under- 
standing. The chemical preservatives are essential 
to national distribution and market domination by- 
large industrial food corporations. If putting poison 
in the food to preserve it were not allowed, small 
local butchers, bakers and brewers would be able to 
compete with the food fabricators. 


Human Life Comes Second 


But that's wishful thinking. After years of strug- 


gle, disturbing revelations and the heaping up of 
evidence that day by day we are being killed off at 
work, at the dining room table and at play by the 
air we breathe, the decision of the society is that the 
economic consequences of the prolongation of hu- 
man life can't be justified on the bottom line, as 
they say around the White House. 


Not even a substance like tobacco, which nobody 


outside the industry — including the people who use 
it — has a good word for, has elicted a serious and 
sufficient public health program. True, pipe and 
cigar smoking is down, but cigarettes, the major 
hazard, are not. The best that can be said is that 
per capita consumption of coffin nails isn't rising, 
which means that Americans over the age of 18 will 
average only 4,148 ciggies apiece this year. 


That was not supposed to happen when, back in 


1970, cigarette commercials were tossed off the air. 
The people who pushed through that misconceived 


idea failed to realize that what they were effectively 
doing was not suppressing pro-cigarette propangan- 
da but anti-cigarette advertising. 


When the cigarette commercials got the gate so 


did the highly effective, equal time anti-com- 
mercials. Today the anti-commercial is a seldom- 
seen public service spot while the cigarette people 
have gone happily on their way selling death 
through the media. 


Last year the 20 major brands spent almost a 


quarter of a billion dollars peddling cancer sticks. 
They actually spent more than they did when they 
were allowed on TV, and the clever friends have 
even learned how to capitalize on smoker's health 
worries to sell 'em more of the stuff that makes 'em 
sick. The acknowledged leader in this field of 
dubious competence is R.J. Reynolds' Vantage 
brand, which first brought us advertising copy with 
headlines like: "I smoke. And I'm not going to 
apologize for it," and, "How many times have you 
decided to give up smoking?" In the annals of 
salesmenship, this far outdistances selling ice boxes 
to Eskimos. 


Since the smoke-our-cigggies-they-kill-you-slower 


approach has almost doubled Vantage's sales (from 
5.2 to 9.59 billion a year), other brands are paying 
Vantage the compliment of imitation, but creative 
innovation in the emphysema industry doesn't stop 
there. 


The same R.J. Reynolds Company has also dem- 


onstrated that, in the words of "Advertising Age" 
(Oct. 20), "the public can be reached with an 
innovative cigarette, using non-broadcast media," 
This improvement in the quality of life is a long, 
120 millimeter, brown smoke marketed under the 
new brand name of More, "Advertising Age" asked 
an R.J. Reynolds' executive why a brown cigarette 
and why so long. The man's answer is an indication 
of how smart and thoughtful these devils can be. 
Remarking that a '"slim, long elegant-looking 
cigarette' stood a chance of capitalizing on the 
physical self-enhancement trend, the gentleman 


said, 'When we looked at brown vs. white, it was our 
judgment that consumers would perceive a white 
120 as just something longer than"what they were 
getting now, where as once More was picked up and 
handled it was perceived as something unique in 
appearances and feel.'" 


Antis Fail to Adjust 


But while the cigarette industry was making a 


perfectly splendid transition from broadcasting 
back to print ($80 million in newspapers and $114 
million in magazines last year), the anti-forces were 
failing to make a successful adjustment to new 
conditions. The Federal Trade Commission is 
bogged down with such projects as trying to make 
the cigarette advertisers enlarge the health hazard 
signs on the billboards. Even if they are successful, 
will it do any ^ood? 


A new attack is necessary. To begin with we might 


let the cigarette makers back on TV, and then once 
we've got them back on the air, let's fight it out with 
them for their lives and health of their customers. 


To pay for a new generation of anti-smoking ads, 


we'll need a new tax. It's not fair to the broadcasters 
to force them to give away their revenue time. The 
tax should be levied only on cigarettes. Why should 
non-smokers pay? And it should equal twice the 
total advertising budget of the cigarette industry, so 
that everytime they place an ad anywhere they 
know they will also be paying for two ads refuting 
them. A nation that taxes its people to pay for the 
clownish election campaigns of its politicians should 
have no objection to taxing people to convince them 
not to commit suicide. 


Folks may go on smoking anyhow. The profit 


motive alone doesn't explain self-destruction by 
cigarette. The Russians have gone into partnership 
with Philip Morris, Inc., to market Apollo Soyuz 
commemorative butts, and that's a socialist country 
where there are no profits to make. So ntzdorovya 
to you comrades! 


Lindsay left the city with high- 
rated bonds, but that the peo- 
ple who gave out the ratings 
were either bamboozled, or 
fellow-conspirators. "The 
thing that makes me mad," 
said Senator Packwood at the 
Senate committee meeting on 
Thursday, "is that those guys 
sat here and lied to us — Carey 
and Goldin and Beame." The 
Senator's incumbent outrage 
is over the testimony of these 
New Yorkers that there is liter- 
ally no other way to save New 
York than by federal interven- 
tion; when now it transpires 
that the huge pension funds of 
city employees are in fact ade- 
quate to accomplish the re- 
financing, if some of the people 
who helped lead New York 
astray will now help guide it- 
back to health. 


But the big lies, as New 


York's expose reveals, were 
told over a period of a decade 
or more during which funds 
were dedployed in the ledgers 
by the juggling of terminology 
so as to permit a scale of living 
compatible with the resources 
of the city.

that it is not in the least 
disreputable if Mr. Ford de- 
cides to make the case of New 
York City a national battle- 
ground. 
Certainly he has 


picked on someone his own 
size — something very dif- 
ferent from, say, Kennedy vs. 
the steel companies. Picking 
on the New York Times and 
the New York Daily News and 
CBS, ABC, AP, UPI, David 
Rockefeller, Albert Shanker, 
and Harriet Van Home, takes 
a lot of kidney. And the issue 
is a real one. The real world vs. 
the politicans' world.

The Board of Directors of Concerned Consumers of the Mid- 


Hudson Area (CCMHA) recently voted to oppose construction 
of nuclear generating plants, in particular the five proposed for 
the Lloyd-Esopus and Cementon sites in Ulster County. 


"No form of energy is as dangerously pollutant or as socially 


costly as nuclear energy," said CCMHA in a press release. "The 
dangers are such that insurance companies refuse to insure 
homes and businesses against damage from that source and the 
federal government has passed a law which takes both the 
utilities and the government off the hook with regard to paying 
the full costs of damage incurred by major nuclear accidents. 
Even the full costs of handling and storing radioactive wastes 
is ignored. These limitations do not apply to any other forms 
of energy." 


CCMHA noted other problems stemming from nuclear 


generating plants, including the release of radioactivity to the 
environment, cooling system failures which would release large 
amounts of radioactivity, problems of removing and transport- 
ing to reprocessing plants the highly dangerous radioactive 
wastes, and storing such wastes. 


"Future generations for thousands of years will have to spend 


the time and money to see that the radioactivity never leaks 
out of the storage places," CCMHA said. "We have no right 
to impose such onerous burdens on the future." 


CCMHA, active in the. fight against high electric rates, 


pointed to "the interlocking relationships between the $60 
billion nuclear industry, oil companies, utilities, and major 
banks and their tremendous influence in the government which 
has led the to the neglect of development of alternative sources 
of energy which do not provide the high rate of profit that comes 
from a high cost base such as nuclear plants."

The Sooners, 27-7 winners over 
then 15th-rated Oklahoma State, pulled 366 
points, only 17 more than the Cornhuskers, who 
throttled Missouri, 30-7. Last week the margin 
between the two Midlands powers was 36 
points. 


Southern Cal had been engaging in a back- 


and-forth struggle with Nebraska for the third 
spot in the rankings. No longer The Trojans 
were upset by California, 28-14, a day after 
USC's John McKay announced this season 


would be his last as a college coach, and the 
defending national champions dropped from 
fourth to ninth. 


This upset allowed last week's fifth through 


ninth teams to each move up one notch Texas 
A&M, idle this weekend after their scheduled 
game with Arkansas was moved back to Dec 
6 for national television, is now fourth at 7-0, 
followed by Alabama at 7-1. The Crimson Tide 
overcame Mississippi State 21-10 Saturday 
night and, like the top three schools, was named 
on every coach's ballot.

'Marse' Joe McCarthy 
A Yankee Even at 


TONAWANDA, N.Y. (UPI) 


— On Oct. 2, 1950, "Maree" 
Joe McCarthy stepped down 
as manager of the Boston Red 
Sox and an era came to an end. 


"Marse" Joe, who guided 


the New York Yankees to sev- 
en World Series cham- 
pionships during the days of 
such legends as Lou Gehrig 
and and Joe DiMaggio, left 
baseball for health reasons af- 
ter a career that began in 1907. 


The man who never played 


in the major leagues retired to 
the life of a country squire 
after manipulating big league 
teams on the field for 24 years 
and producing eight American 
League pennants and one Na- 
tional League Flag in addition 
to the World Series cham- 
pionships. He never piloted a 
second division team in the big 
time. 


A coldly efficient man, Mc- 


Carthy was chided by oppos- 
ing managers for being a 
"push-button 
manager," or 


one who directed his teams 
with calculated indifference. 


But no one can deny his 


methods got results. 


His most notable ac- 


complishments came after he 
was named pilot of the New 
York Yankees in 1931. His 
1932 
powerhouse won the 


World Series and starting in 
1936, the Yankees captured 
four straight 
world cham- 


pionships. 


He guided New York to three 


more pennants and two series 
crowns before illness forced 
him to leave baseball briefly in 
1946. He returned in 1948 and 
managed the Red Sox to two 


consecutive second-place fin- 
ishes, narrowly missing AL 
flags. 


But his health intervened 


and he stepped down for good. 


That was 25 years ago, and 


today, "Marse" Joe lives in a 
colonial house on a sprawling 
57-acre farm in this Buffalo 
suburb. 


His wife died in 1971 at the 


age of 84 after a long illness 
and McCarthy, who describes 
his health as "fair," has a 
housekeeper to take care of 
him. 


"You could say I'm feeling 


not so pretty good," he says 
with a chuckle. 


The oldest living member of 


baseball's Hall of Fame, who 
will be 89 next April 21, says 
he never expected to reach 50. 


"My mother told me when I 


was real young I'd never reach 
50 unless I dressed warm and 
in woolens," he says. "I said 
'Mother, I'll never make 50.' 
That was awfully old in those 
times." 


More than two years ago he 


underwent surgery for eye 
cataracts, but recovered nice- 
ly. 


McCarthy spends all his 


time on his farm and age has 
slowed him down. 


But he did manage to catch 


some of the recent World 
Series between Boston and 
Cincinnati on television. 


"I watched quite a bit of it," 


he said. "It was a very good 
series, with a lot of good plays 
and a lot of good hitting and 
fielding." 


But he refuses to be drawn

Then came a hitch 
with the ABA's Memphis Tams, owned then by Charlie Finley. 


Finley never interfered with the Memphis operation. That 


was one of the troubles, Everytime van Breda Kolff tried to 
reach him on the phone, he couldn't. Finley simply wasn't that 
interested and the team finished last. 


The ABA took over the Memphis franchise and van Breda 


Kolff eventually found himself out of a job again. You'd think 
that would've cured the 52-year-old New Jerseyite of coaching 
professional basketball teams, especially last-place ones, but 
when the New Orleans Jazz, losers of 15 of their first 16 games, 
offered him the coaching job a year ago after firing Scotty 
Robertson, he thought it over only one day and accepted. 


van Breda Kolff knew right quick this one wasn t going to 


be essy. 


He had a collection of veterans and kids plus Pistol Pete 


Maravich, whom the Jazz had given so much in return for that 
the Atlanta Hawks were accused of perpetrating "the worst 
rape since the Louisiana Purchase." 


"I may be dumb but I'm not completely stupid," says van 


Breda Kolff. "I knew we weren't winning with what we had and 
it was obvious we weren't going to win with the same players." 


van Breda Kolff made changes, adding Nate Williams, Henry 


Bibby and Otto Moore, dropped by the Pistons. He let go Neal 
Walk, Jim Barnett and Ollie Johnson. 


"We played young kids," says van Breda Kolff. "They dorft 


care what your record is All they care about is just let's play'1'

Erts says the trail was cut "by my father, George W. Erts 


Sr., early in June of 1900 and I still remember both Curtis 
and Ormabee very well and remember my father cutting out 
this trail. 


•Tragedy befell Curtis and Ormsbee, when they attempted 


to climb Mount Washington in New Hampshire on June 30, 
1900. They were caught in a most unseasonal, severe snow 
and windstorm and both were frozen to death. Their bodies 
were found the next day. 
? Curtis was an elderly man and his body was found quite 
a distance from the summit of the mountain. Ormsbee was 
a1 younger man and his body was found very close to a cabin 
near the top of the mountain. 


" In 1901, the Fresh Air Club erected a granite trail post 
o"n the Old Denning East Branch Road leading from Big 
Indian at the point where the Curtis and Ormsbee trail 
left the highway leading toward the top of Slide moun- 
tain which is almost on the line between the Town of 
Denning and the Town of Shandaken. 
' The monument or mark reads, "Curtis and Ormsbee 
Trail to Slide 1900." The last time I saw this marker, 
some vandals had carved on the monument and later 
sotae would-be sportsmen had used the monument as a 
target and several pieces had been shattered from the 
side of the marker.

Sports Afield has called him possibly the best whitetail 


hunter in America. His 41 bucks over the past 42 years 
average out to 193.8 pound, 7.6 pointer. Many sportsmen 
have read his controversial articles in the magazine and 
many disagree with his style of hunting. 
, He is a tracker who likes to out-think that buck in front 
of him. He prefers to dress in green while hunting. He hunts 
only for trophy bucks. His name is Larry Benoit, a 
Vermonter who is a living legend to many deer hunters 
throughout America. 


1 Now Benoit has put his years of deer hunting ex- 
perience into a book, "How to Bag the Biggest Buck.of 
Your Life," ($5.95 The Whitetail Press, Duxbury, Vt. 
05676). The book in soft cover is available by mail order 
from The Whitetail Press. Each copy is autographed by 
Benoit and is also available as hardcover as the Decem- 
ber selection of the Field and Stream Book Club. 


There is a lot of unusual deer savvy in this 183-page 


heavily illustrated book, even for the expert hunter. Benoit 
has a gift for colorful language and commonsense attitude 
about deer hunting. Many of his tips are so simple that you 
wonder why you never thought of them yourself. 
•.He tells how to dress for the hunt, how to find the deer, 
how to read sign, how to track, shoot, gut, hang and even 
cook your buck. He explains that most bucks prefer to circle, 
and usually bed down in the same area every night. 


Benoit tells the reader, how to recognize at a glance a 


buck track from a doe track and how to tell by reading 
the sign when a buck is only a few yards ahead of you. 
He also discusses how to see your buck before he sees 
you and how to snap shoot at a moving target. 


Benoit is a native Vermonter of Iroquois and French- 


Canadian stock who learned to hunt for survival during 
the Depression. His teacher was his father, also recog- 
nized as a legendary deer hunter. 


The Benoit home in Duxbury, Vt. is laden with trophy 


heads and retired deer rifles. It looks like a museum. During 
the deer season there are usually three or more huge trophy 
bucks hanging in front of the house, all shot by Benoit and 
his sons. 


There is a deer lore book that every hunter should read 


and reread. It is a fine deer book written by a dyed-in-the- 
w.ool backwoods deer hunter who knows what he is talking 
about from a half century of successful hunting experience. 


The New York Big Game Guide for 1975 can be a bit 


confusing with respect to deer and bear dates. However, 
just to make sure — the bear-deer (big game season) is 
consistent in the Southern Zone (Ulster, etc.) from Nov.

The coffee house program, sponsored by the Student Govern- 


ment Organization at UCCC, will be held at 9 p.m. Sunday, 
Nov. 9, in the College Lounge. 


She will give a lecture on dulcimer-making and show a 


folklore film at 10 a.m. Monday, Nov. 10, in the Visual Arts 
Gallery in Vanderlyn Hall. Ms. Ritchie will present a recital 
that afternoon at 2 o'clock in the College Lounge in the same 
building. 


The two-day program is being funded on grants from both 


the National Endowment for the Arts and the New York State 
Council on the Arts. 


The New York Times has called Ms. Ritchie "one of the finest 


authentic traditional folk singers we have in the U.S. today." 


She is the heir of a tradition that goes back to the pioneers 


who settled the Kentucky Cumberlands. Her forebearers lived 
in isolated areas where customs were tenacious and where songs 
were passed on from one generation to the next. 


Ms. Ritchie was born in Viper, Ky., in the heart of the

She is widely consulted as a folk lorist and often has

nier replied "I'll get a court 
order to tear it down—in about 
2 J /j years." 


Trustee Charles Steele also 


questioned 
why the owner 


couldn't be required to do the 
work. "I hate to see taxpayers' 
money spent on this, but on 
the other hand I hate to see the 
building standing there," he 
said, before going along with 
the board's unanimous vote to 


have Public Works Super- 
intendent William Voerg and 
village workmen remove the 
building. 


The board also voted unan- 


mously to authorize a 
83,872,000 oond issue to cover 
total costs of the state-man- 
dated sewage collection and 
treatment system, although it 
didn't have much choice in the 
matter. 


Lottery Investment Program Approved 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


The state lottery has gotten a 
legal go ahead from the state 
comptroller's office to use an 
investment program to guar- 
antee payments to the three 
top winners in the special July 
4th lottery. 


The agency, wracked in re- 


cent weeks by allegations of 
double numbers and phantom 
winners, has been forced to 
suspend its drawings and sales 
pending a complete overhaul. 


Seeking to break the pattern 


of bad news, Lottery Division 
Director Jerry Bruno told a 
specially 
called 
news con- 


ference Monday that Com- 
ptoller Arthur Levitt's office 
had given the lottery per- 
mission to invest prize funds 
from the July 4 drawing in 
government securities to guar- 
antee the payments to the 
three top winners. 


The top winners are to get, 


respectively, $1 million to be 
paid at $50,000 a year for 20 
years; $500,000 at a rate of 
$25,000 a year for 20 years, and 
$250,000 at $25,000 a year for 
10 years. 


Bruno said the money to be 


invested in the government se- 
curities would come from the 
40 per cent set aside from the 
lottery sale for prizes. Because 
it will be earning interest, the 
state 
will 
realize an 
un- 


determined extra amount of 
profit, depending on the 
amount of interest the secur- 
ities return. 


Obviously 
stung by 
the 


series of critical news accounts 
about the lottery, Bruno said 
the July 4 special drawing had 
taken in $6,253,165 and had 
already paid to the state's gen- 
eral fund $2,813,924 


"I would hardly call that a 


loser," he said. 


Bruno's a n n o u n c e m e n t 


came just ahead of a stinging 


criticism 
by an Assembly 


agency. 


Speaker 
Stanley 
Steingut 


said the study showed 
"massive, long-term deception 
in the awarding of prizes and 
allocation of profits," and call 
for legislation to "thoroughly 
revamp" the lottery. 


The Brooklyn Democrat said 


the Office of Legislative Over- 
sight 
and 
Analysis 
study 


showed "the lottery is solidly 
rooted in past mistakes and 
lost in a haze of misconcep- 
tions and deliberate mis- 
representations. The blame is 
universal. 


The study said the problems 


with the lottery went back 
through "three adminis- 
trations" — those of former 
governors Nelson A. Rock- 
efeller and Malcolm Wilson 
and current Gov 
Hugh L. 


Carey. 


Bruno did not reply directly 


to a question of whether he 
had been asked by Carey to 
resign or if he had offered his 
resignation. 


"I discovered the computer 


errors," he replied, "and I 
pointed them out. Should 
something happen because of 
that7" 


The drawings for Oct 23 and 


the special drawing for Oct. 31 
were postponed pending the 
studies by the comptoller's of- 
fice and a private firm. Bruno 
said they would eventually be 
held and advised ticket 
holders to hang on to their 
purchases. 


He also said that the lottery 


could gain public acceptance 
again "only if we show we have 
corrected the past mistakes." 


Included in the mistakes, he 


conceded, were the drawing of 
unsold numbers which re- 
sulted in not all prizes being 
awarded and in the distribu- 
tion of tickets. 


Brinnier explained that the 


move was necessary to qualify 
the village for state and federal 
aid which comprises 87.5 per 
cent of the total cost. He said 
that the aid should be received 
before the bonds would have to 
actually be issued, but said 
the move was necessary to 
qualify for aid. 


The 
board 
also directed 


Clerk-Treasurer Georgette 
Hughes to investigate interest 
rates for a bond anticipation 
note to pay off approximately 
$75,000 to the village's consult- 
ing engineers, Brinnier and 
Larios, and the village at- 
torney for work they had done 
on the sewer project to date. 


Both payments are fully reim- 
bursable 
from federal 
and 


state aid. Brinnier noted. 


The board, noting that no 


one had bid on a job for sand- 
blasting the fire escape on the 
Municipal Building, directed 
Voerg to hire the work done 
and noted that no meetings are 
to be held in the clerk's office 
without 
the 
permission of 


Keefe, the building com- 
missioner.
